Effect of “The Tsinan 
Settlement 


SILVER WEAK 


Shanghai, Feb, 19. 

At the opening of the week, when 
news came In indicating that a basis 
for Ube settlement of the Tsinan affair 
had been found, the local exchange 
market, assumed a lively tone. The 
value of yen, expreased in tnel rates, 
improved about 114 per cent. within 
the day, accompanied by a rise in 
gold bara of Tia.4. Although sterling 
and U.S. currency did not follow in 
the same rapid pace, rates became 
weak and glided steadily towards low- 
er levels. 

Bar silver in London showed a de- 
cling up to 26%d. for ready, while the 
New York official rate dropped to 
86% cents, Bombay quoting for ready 
5810 rupees. 

The Silver Situation 

Fundamentally silver is weak at the 
present juncture, Funds at Shanghai 
are ample and the export. of silver to 
outports negligible. — Inter-bank busi- 
ness has been done here at the close 
as low as 2/6.19/16 for March/April, 
TS$ being contracted at 62%, The 
demand from importers still exeeeds 
expert requirements, while outport 
orders are sCATCE. India lends bat 
little suppert te the silver market, so 
that low silver prices are likely to con- 
finue for some time. 

The quantity. of silver 
China is not excessive. 
no silver shipments from London to 
China during the past five wecks, San 
Francisco's exports te China during 
January amounted to Ths.4,600,000_ in 
value (a fair average). while New 
York sent abot T1x.1,500,000 worth 
of silver to China, with option of land- 
ing af previous porta of call. 

After a long pause a consignment 
of 178 bars of silver arrived here dur- 
ing the week from Australia. — The 
Australian bars are somewhat larger 
in size than bars of American or Rng- 
lish origin, weighing on an average 
1,150 ounces troy. Their fineness also 
dit slightly, belng indicated in de- 
chnals (for instance 998.6 fine), Aua- 
trulasin occupies fourth place as. sil- 
ver producing district, supplying about 
11,000,000 ounces a year. The bulk 
of the Australian production ia being 
derived from one single mining enter- 
prise, the Broken Hill Proprietory 
Mines, situated in the west of New 
South Wales, Freight on silver from 
Australia to Shanghai ia % per cent, 
the same as from London to the Far 
Kast.

Higher Discount Rates 

The heavy outflow of gold from 
Envland during the past few months, 
principally to the United States, has 
forced upon the Bank of England the 
necessity af raising its official dis- 
count rate to BM per cent. As on im- 
mediate consequence the London-New 
York cross-rate rose sharply fromm 
484.18/16 to 485% with prospects for 
a further advance, 

The visible influence of the new 
measure upon the Shanghai market is 
likely Wo be shown firstly in the ten- 
dency on the part of banks to remit 
their surplus funds to London for de- 
posit there, This in turn will cither 
cause equal £ quotations for ready and 
forward or, what is more likely, bigh- 
er rates for forward than for spot. 

Importers will be affected by the 
rise in the London discount rates by 
having to tuke into aceount that in- 
dubitably banks will forced to raise 
the rate of interest on inward bills to 
7 per cent. per annum, in place of the 
current minimum rate of 6 per cent. 
Exportera are likewise victima of the 
hirher London discounts, which latter 
must obviously form the basis of cal- 
culation for banks buying export 
paper. The change became visible 
momentarily and is clearly indicated 
by current quotations, Whereas four 
months’ documentary silk bills on 
Lyons, drawn on D/P terma, could be 
placed on the Sth inst. at 2/744, quo- 
tations for 4 months drafts on Lon- 
don, drawn under bankers L/G, were 
being quoted at 2/7%; usually hte 
difference is reversed, but can be ac- 
counted for in this instance by the 
fact that French discount is based on 
3% per cent. while London official dis- 
count is now 5% per cent, 

Japan's Trade with China 

During January Japan's exports to 
China have shown considerable expan- 
sion, a fact which may be ascribed to 
the imminent introduction of the en- 
hanced custome tariff. 

Reform of China's Finances 

n February 9 arrived from the 
United States Professor Edwin Walter 
Kemmerer, Ph.D., of Princeton. 

University, who, with a large staff 
of experts on currency matters, came 
here on the invitation of the Chinese 
Government for the purpose of assist- 
ing in the reform of China's currency 
and financial system. The arrival of 
Professor Kemmerer on Chinese soil 
was preceded by his reputation as a 
high authority on currency reform, 
not merely from its theoretical as- 
pects, but from the practical side as 
well. Some years ago Professor 
Kommerer waa deputed by the Unit- 
ed States Government to the Philip- 
pine Islands where he acted as Fin- 
ancial Adviser with conspicuous suc- 
cess. The momentary reforms in the 
Straits Settlements, in Mexico, in 
Porto Rico and in Cuba have been 
carried through directly by or in con- 
sultation with Prof. Kemmerer. The 
Central Bank of Chihli -was created 
In 1925 by the same expert. 

Conditions in China differ somewhat 
from there provatling in the countries 
mentioned, especially owing to the 
vastness of Chinn's aren. It would 
bo failnclous to expect immedinte 


order, where chaos ruled throughout 
centuries. It in also a miatnken no- 
tlon if the public thinks (and some 
people do) thant Dr. Kommerer has 
been invited to this country to in- 
troduce the gold standard system In

England's Rugby Team 
The English fifteen to meet Wales 
at Twickenham on Saturday week 
includes seven new “caps.” There 
has been the usual difficulty in 
deciding between veterans and ris- 
ing talent, and in the main the 
selectors have thrown — themselves 
upon the side of the younger gen- 
eration. The Final Trial on Satur- 
day was won by the “England” side 
by three goals and three tries to one 
goal and four tries—a score which 
suggests (and quite accurately) 
that neither side was particularly 
strong in defence. It is from this 
point of view that the selectors have 
sought to mend their hand by drop- 
ping five men from thé winning 
team.

A Scottish Worthy 

Mr. J. Aikman Smith has long 
been the guiding spirit of Scottish 
Rugby. When his portrait (which 
is to be hung at Murrayfield) was 
presented last-tyeek, it was recalled 
that he had forty-one years’ service 
as an administrator, having first 
joined the committee of the Scottish 
Union jn 1887. ‘He has filled every 
office, being secretary for twenty- 
seven years, and is still chairman 
of the executive committee. On 
the International Board, where he 
has represented Scotland for thirty 
years, Mr. Aikman Smith has gen- 
erally been credited with an ultra- 
conservative attitude.

Surprising Upsets 

The Second Division provided 
some surprising upsets of form, of 
which the defeat of Chelsea on their 
own ground for the first time this 
season was the chief—the successful 
team being Blackpool, who had 
already won their two previous 
games in London at Tottenham and 
Clapton. But in apite of this slip 
on the part of the leaders the 
astonishing thing is that, with the 
exception of Middlesbrough who 
drew at Preston, not one of the 
other Jeading promotion candidates 
was able to make up lost ground. 
For instance Notts County lost bad- 
ly to Port Vale, and Hull Olty were 
beaten at home. Southamptcn pro- 
vided the Spurs with one of their 
rare victories, and Bradford could 
not avoid a reverse at Bristol. The 
table, therefore, has not undergone 
any change. Millwall ‘beat their 
local rivala—Clapton Orient—by 
two goals, both scored ‘by Jack Cock, 
who is nearing his 200 goals in 
league football. The Orient peed 40 
put forth every effort if they are 
not to follow Falham into the Third 
Division. The great match in the 
Third Division took place at 
Plymouth, where the Argyle regain- 
ed the lead by beating Fulham, who 
drop to third place. Many clubs 
would Jike to secure the services of 
Leslie and Bjack, Plymouth’s clever 
left-wing pair, but very rightly the 
management are determined to place 
the hope of promotion before 
financial enrichment, and every one 
will be delighted if at long ‘ast the 
Devon team realise their ambition. 
There are several fine players 
tucked away with more or less 
obscure Third Division clubs, and 
such a one is Morris, who did the 
hat-trick for Swindon against Wat- 
ford. Since joining Swinden, Morris 
has scored 100 goals in 98 matches, 
put he has never even been selected 
for a Trial match. In their last 
test before the Cup-tie at Norwich, 
the Corinthians brought off a very 
creditable win by 5—O over a strong 
team representing the Athenian 
League. Claude Ashton scored 
four times, and the absence of the 
regular backs, A. E. Knight and 
A. G. Bower, was rot seriously felt.

Gore’s Greatness 
Arthur Wentworth Gore, the 
veteran lawn tennis player, who died 
last week, was the last Englishman 
to win the championship at Wim- 
bledon. He was in hie sixtieth 
year. His last appearance at 
Wimbledon was in 1927. With his 
passing there is severed another 
link with the days when Britain's 
supremacy in lawn tennis was al- 
most unchallenged. About the be- 
ginning of the century Gor2, the 
Doherty brothers, and Anthony 
Wilding were the leading players 
of the game. Gore was of slight 
build, but extremely wiry, and his 
stamina, even in his later days, 
enabled him to defeat many younger 
men. With untiring patience he 
would drive from the back of the 
court with such finesse that often he 
ran his opponent almost off his 
feet.

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The, recent fight-_ 
ing in Afghanis- 
tan and the 
evacuation of for- 
eign women and 
children by the Royal Air Force 
have special interest for the 
Somerset Light Infantry, the ist 
Battalion of which recently ar- 
rived in Hong Kong for two 
years’ service in the garrison. 
The first Afghan War was in 
1839-42. The superstitious have 
often pointed to the fact that the 
massacre of British troops in the 
retreat from Kabul occurred on 
Jan. 13, 1842. On the other hand, 
this is balanced to some extent by 
the great heroism of the 13th 
Regiment, now the Somerset 
Light Infantry. How they occu- 
pied Jellalabad from Nov. 1841, 
to April 1842, withstanding many 
fierce attacks by the Afghan 
hordes and sticking to their posi- 
tions despite the fact that over 
100 shocks of earthquake shook 
the walls, is ancient history.

On April 7, 1842, the pbeleaguer- 
ed garrison sallied forth and de- 
cisively routed the Afghans : 
under Akbar Khan, says the 
Naval and Military Record. This 
was indeed the ‘Illustrious Gar- 
rison,” and the Somersets well » 
earned their Mural crown, super- 
scribed ‘Jellalabad.” The trou- 
bles of the garrison are well illus- 
trated by an anecdote in Maj.- 
Gen. Sir Thomas Seaton’s “From 
Cadet to Colonel.” In describing 
one earthquake during the siege 
he relates that “at one place, as 
an officer was passing along the 
ramparts, the ground opened be- 
neath him, and he fell in, put 
only to be thrown put again—an 
opepation which was twice re- 
peated.” He would not have con- 
sidered himself unlucky in being 
a member of the 13th Regiment.

I 
quote the following from the 
China Critic, which advocates 
municipal administration of the 
ricsha monopoly.

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“The ricsha, though it is em- 
ployed by all classes of people, 
rich and poor, Chinese and for- 
eigners, is the filthiest vehicle one 
can find in Shanghai besides the 
primitive wheelbarrow, and its 
puller one of the most miserable 
specimens of humanity. It ap- 
pears to us that municipal owner- 
ship of the ricsha may be most 
desirable both from the stand- 
point of public health and from 
the standpoint of the welfare of 
the ricsha coolies.” In a previous 
fssue, the Critic said. that ricshas 
in Japan and Hong Kong 
“though business there is  de- 
creasing,” are exceptionally clean. 
There is no reason under the sun 
why ricshas in Shanghai, the pre- 
mier port of the Orient, cannot be 
kept equally clean, if not cleaner,

owning 8,000 ricshas, nets a 
monthly profit of $15,000. Yet 
the ricshas it lets out to the 
coolies are dirty and poorly fur- 
nished. On rainy days the riders 
are bound to get wet. Since the 
total number of licences for 
Shanghai is limited, there is 
hardly any competition to make it 
necessary for the hongs to pro- 
vided better and cleaner ricshas. 
The situation may be remedied if 
the vehicles were owned by the 
municipality on some practical 
basis, an the situation must be 
remedied as the ricsha is one of 
the best agents for the spread of 
diseases.

“For the welfare of the ricsha 
coolies, municipal ownership of 
ricshas seems also desirable. The 
riesha coolie is utterly ignorant 
and in many cases destitute, 
living from hand to mouth. His 
life deserves public sympathy, for 
it is no better than that of a beast 
of burden. Rain or shine, he trots 
and sometimes totters along. 
There is no rainproof uniform 
supplied him by the hong, and in 
the hot summer not even a native 
straw hat is provided him. Such 
is not the case in Japan, for in- 
stance. Furthermore, mercenary 
owners do not hesitate to take ad- 
vantage of his ignorance and 
helplessness. . . _ If the muni- 
cipality cannot own rieshas, it can 
at least take collective action to 
force the hongs to provide better 
ricshas at the penalty of losing 
their licences.”

Lift the theels from the floor, 
raise the body a3 high as possible 
on the balls of the feet, then slow- 
ly bend the knees and sink slowly 
down to a sitting position on the 
heels, hands hanging straight down 
and touching the ankle bone, back 
straight. Then raise the body to 
ita former erect position. Count 
fen when ainking, and ten when 
rising, making one continuous 
smooth movement. Do this twice 
only—-it is strenuous!—at . con- 
venient times durng the day. 
When you can do it as it should 
be done, a book placed on the head 
will stay put! As you become ex- 
pert the count may be lengthened 
to 60, Test your movements once 
or twice weekly in this exerciee to 
see if you are preserving your 
strength and smoothness of move- 
ment. Remember that the head, 
back, and arms should be in a per- 
fectly straight line (the body must 
nol be tipped forward), and the 
heels must be off the floor, Your 
welght is then centred, and the 
correct carriage of your body as- 
sured, 

Control of Mind Over Body 

Mental contrv) plays a large part 
in physical action-—each exercise 
must involve concentration by the 
mind on the muscles in use. In the 
shoulders merely following the line 
of the bend, and not themselves 
dipping. Stand correvtly, heels to- 
yether, and hands clasped at nape 
of neck. Bend your body to the 
lef{ as far as possible, and then 
to the right, keeping your head 
pressed ‘back slightly, and your 
knees straight. Raise the chest up 
when erect. This exercises the 
muscles in your side and the ab- 
dominal wall. and is splendid for 
preserving slim loins and youthful 
waist-curve. 

Muscle Stretching 

Now try some stretching 
exercises. To quote an eminent 
jeacher of Greek balance move- 
ments, “the preliminary condition 
for all perfectly balanced — move- 
ment is that of full stretch.” Begin 
by placing the feet close together, 
the line of the feet touching from 
heel to toe, weight well forward 
over the balls of the feet; no weight 
upon the heels. Arms stretched 
down to their full length at sides, 
fingers together ‘but fully extended. 
This draws the body muscles up- 
ward, lifting the whole frame away 
from the hip-girdle. Then raise 
upwards upon the ‘balls.of the toes 
ux high us possible, with neck 
stretched, knees braced backwards, 
diaphragm In. Breathe in deeply 
then relax. Simple, is it not?—to 
read! But i will search out 
muacles you had not realised you 
possetsed before.

(Mungo Park, 177141806, was 8 
Scottish explorer in Africa. One : 
of the main objects of his ex- 
ploration was to discover the real. 
course of the River Niger, which 
had been disputed for years. He 
wrote a thrilling account of his 
travels.) 


I departed from Kooma, accom- 
panied by two shepherds, who 
were going toward Sibidooloo. 
The road was very steep and 
rocky, and as my horse had hurt 
his feet much in coming from 
Rammakoo, he travelled slowly 
and with great difficulty; for in 
many places, the ascent was so 
sharp, and the declivities su great. 
that if he had made one false step, 
he must inevitably bave Leen 
dashed to pieces. 

The shepherds being anxious to 
proceed gave themselves little 
trouble about me or my horse and 
kept walking on at h considerable 
distance. It was about eleven 
o'clock, as I stopped to drink a 
little water at a rivulet (my com- 
panions being nearly a quarter of 
a mile ahead of me), that J heard 
seme people calling to each other, 
and presently a loud screaming as 
from a person in great distress. 


I immediately conjectured that 
a lion had taken one of the shep- 
herds, and mounted my horse to 
have a belter view of what had 
happened. The noise, however, 
ceased; and I rede slowly toward 
the place from whence I thought 
it had come, calling out, but with- 
out receiving any answer. 

In a little time, however, I per- 
ceived one of the shepherds lying 
among the long grass near the 
read; and though 1 could see no 
blood upon him, concluded he was 
dead. But when I came close to 
him, he whispered to me to stop. 
telling me that a party of armed 
men had seized upon his com- 
panion, and shot two arrows at 
himself as he was making his 
escape. : 

I stopned to consider what 
course to take, and looking 
around, saw al a little distance a 
man sitting upon the stump of a 
tree; J distinguished also the 
heads of six or seven more, sit- 
ting amongst the grass with 
muskets in their hands.

£3,000,000 Worth 

The intrinsic value of the Dutoh 
collection now on view, apart from 
their artistic merits, can be estim- 
ated by the £3,000,000 insurance 
effected on them, So much import- 
ance did the Dutch Government 
attach to the pictures that they sent 
two war vessels as escort, the first 
seen in the Thames, it Is suggested, 
since the Dutch gailed in gaily in 
the seventeenth century. Rem- 
brandt’a “Alexander the Great” was 
collected by armed men from the 
Art Gallery in Glasgow and carried 
in a specially sprung motor-van to 
London.

Sold For Five Shiltings , 

Tho ‘collection deals with Dutelt 
painters from the primitivos of the 
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fifteonth century onwards, nnd joes: 
on through Rembrandt, Franz Hals, ‘ 


Vermeor, Jan Steen, Ruysdael and 
Alyp, to Israola; Marla, Von Gogh, 
and oorop. Critics any that the 
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putstanding feature is the collec- 
tion of paintings by Vermeer, who 
was born in 1632 und is thought to 
have studied under Rembrandt. Of 
his total putput of 40 pictures done 
during his short life, JO are on the 
walls. “The Head of a Young 
Girl” ia one of the “plums,” not only 
on accoual of its artistic beauty but 
because of its romantic history. 
After being lost for 200 years it 
was recovered in 1882, and bought 
at public auction for the equivalent 
of five shillings in English money. 
The purchaser gave it to the Hague 
Gallery, and {ts value is now placed 
at £100,000. In the “Young Woman 
reading a Letter,” we have a subtle 
harmony of blue and amber, and in 
a “Lady at the Virginals and a 
Gentleman,” Vermeer shows once 
again a masterly handling of an 
interior. The ‘Maidservant pour- 
ing Milk’ is also on view, a picture 
for which Vermeer’s ‘baker was will- 
ing to accept 300 francs, and for 
which a Frenchman offered 650. 
The work subsequently changed 
hands at 600,000 florins, or nearly 
£165 0 square inch. “The Little 
Street,” another exquisite, was offer- 
ed to the Louvre eight years ago at 
£70,000, and was then suddenly 
withdrawn and presented to Holland 
by Sir Henry Deterding.

TRAFFIC PERILS 


Steam Rollers As 
Terrors 


While the matter is sub-judice 
we hesitate to write much about 
that terrible accident which befell 


possible by the completely new 
engineering laboratories which 
Mr. Chrysler recently opened and 
dedicated to Chrysler engineers. 
and which are generally regarded 
as the finest and most completely 
equipped of their kind in the 
automobile industry.

three Europeans recently in 
Singapore, resulting in the death 
of one, and in severe injury to two 
others. It will be recollected that 
the evidence so far given to us 
seemed to show that a motor car 
was being driven rather fast 
along a certain road on a moon- 
light night, and that the motor 
car collided at full speed with a 
stationary steam-roller and 
moved the latter two inches. So 
far this is all the evidence that 
we have seen. We shall await full 
details about the proceedings 
which are being instituted against 
the unfortunate owner-driver of 
the smashed Morris Cowley car, 
and must in the meantime post- 
pone all comment. 

But are we in Penang in dan- 
ger of something of the sort hap- 
pening? On the coast road, just 
beyond the 42nd milestone, we 
passed a steam-roller which 
had one red lamp so _ placed 
that it was difficult (if not impos- 
sible) to see it when approaching 
it from the Tanjong Pagar side. 
The steam-roller was drawn up on 
the left of the road, and the light 
was easily visible to motorista 
coming from George Town; but to 
these the roller was not a menace; 
only for those who would be likely 
to collide with the steam-roller 
was the solitary red lamp so 
placed as to be almost invisible. 
Surely this is a very dangerous 


way of protecting a steam-roller, 
especially in view of the Singapore 
tragedy.? 

There is another matter which 
needs attention. The rear lights 
on some bullock carts, (but only 
of those plying for public hire), 
are a source of danger to all other 
traffic using ‘the roads. We 
passed a motor bus, the rear 
light of which was only a candle 
protected by some red cloth, 
The authorities are particular 
enough about frosting the lights. 
of motor cars which are driven by, 
and belong to, well-to-do citizens 
and those with traffic sense: why 
are they not more particular about 
these public pesta which ply for 
hire? When lamps are examined 
we would suggest that ft fa just 
as important to look at the back 
of a motor car as at the front, and 
to be especially careful of any 
vehiclo ‘that plies for’ hire 
“Straits Echo.” :

The British Ambassador's state- 
ment was that delay in the passage 
of the Cruéser Kill retarded British 
efforts towards further disarma- 
ment, but now that the mea- 
sure had been enacted, he held the 
ground ta be clear for new discus- 
sions and any new discussions 
; would certainly proceed on the as- 
sumption that the recently authoris- 
ed cruisers will be built. 

Sir Esme added: “It would seem 
there is every reason to believe that 
now the Bill has been enacted, fur- 
ther efforts will be made before long 
to reach an agreement between the 
principal naval Powers of the world 
for limitation of nava) armament.” 

The British ambassador added 
that the General Election in Bri- 
tain might, however, postpone any 
such discussion for some months. 

U.S. Government's View 

Sir Esme expressed the opinion 
that everything pointed towards an 
early resumption of negotiations 
and, with a far better understand- 
ing of ihe needs of the respective 
Parties than at Geneva in 1927, 
they had & very good prospect of a 
satisfactory conclusion. 

It is learned at the State Depart- 
ment that Mr. F. B. Kellogg (Secre- 
tary of State) has received no in- 
timation officially in regard to dis- 
armament from London; also that 
the American Government is willing 
to advance the date of the 1931 con-

No Further Concessions 
Tokyo, Yesterday. 

Though official circles are reticent 
it in intimated in well-informed 
quarters that instructions have 
been despatched to Mr. Yoshizawa 
‘pointing out that Japan has al- 
| ready made considerable sacrifices 
‘in cons.nting to a mutual expres- 
jsion of apologies in regard to the 
Tsinan affair, for what she is not 
‘prepared to make further conces- 
sions, She insists that the question 
of compensation and damages be 
igeltled now, instead of putting it 
off for a separate settlement in the 
future. 

It is expected that Mr. Yoshi- 
zuwa will convey these views to Dr. 
|Wang, it is, therefore, understood 
jthat the outcome of the next meet- 
‘ing will be awaited with special In- 
‘terest.—Reuter.

| Landon, dated Feb. 9, explains the 
‘above :— 

"The Daily Telegraph” has a 
leader on Dr. C. T. Wang's report- 
ed proposal to open negotiations 
for the retrocession to China of 
the Legation Quarter in Peking. 

It is umhappily characteristic of 
the diplomacy, the “Daily Tele- 
graph" says, which Dr. Wang 
directs at present, to go out of its 
way even to defeat its own objects 
‘to assert a position which the 
world knows to be fiction. 

For example, the leading article 
goes on to say, nothing is more 
evident of the vital interest to 
China than the establishment of 
good relations with Japan; yet the 
Tsinan negotiations have broken 
down precisely upon the point of 
the Chinese Government's refusal 
to admit that the Japanese in 
Shantung are not absolutely pro- 
fected by its sole guarantee of 
their security,”
